nerienced mining engineer in the country (Mr. 
Landale) to examine the mine and adiacent for- 
mations, and report upon the same, and to advise 
the Company as to their future operations. 

Mr. Landale reported that '•amine had been 
driven into coal, cropping out about four miles 
west of 1'iilar Point, and after crossing two faults 
got into clean coal 21 l .' inches thick," that it has 
been thrown up by a " fault," or to use his own 
language, " a great ponine fault, traceable for at 
least nine miles from Pillar l'oint westward." "It 
not unfrequently happens," he says, "that a 
great disturbance like this leaves the Hold com- 
paratively clean, I therefore directed my attention 
10 the other side of the range and lands beyond 
it, examining the inner side of the bluff and 
Clallam ltiver and several small streams and 
ridges in the valley. 

" The inner side of the range on the west end 
is nearly vertical, gradually Uattening as you pro- 
ceed eastward , presenting a tine, gently undula- 
ting surface; I examined the sides of several 
small ridges in dilferent parts of the valley, and 
got a sott yellow sandstone in each of thorn ; but 
could neither get anything like inclination or 
thickness ; this sandstono gives one some idea of 
continuity, and the probability is that a series of 
small detached (coal) basins extend south, one 
alter another, for a great distance inland." 

Mr. Landale further says, that the fossils, 
which he found in great abundance indicate that 
the field is one of recent date. "There is hardly 
a shale or sandstone that does not contain car- 
bonized vegetable matter, in or through thoin, 
which tends to show that the deposit will not be 
regular, and all the buds will be subject to thick- 
ening and thinning at intervals." And he recom- 
mends that while the present mine be used as a 
stand-by for samples, that a bore should be put 
down at a point on the other side of the hint!" and 
about a mile Irom Clallam Bay , and gives his 
reasons fur supposing •' that the original twenty 
two inch seam would be found at a reasonable 
depth." This point, Mr. Landale continues, "is 
also at a reasonable distance from the cross ridgo I 
or fault, and comparatively beyond its influence." 

" Lastly," Mr. Landale siijs, in recommending 
the bore, "a depth of titty fathoms will most 
likely expose new and perhaps thicker coals. 
The 122-inch seam of coal will yield about Tl-W I 
tons per acre, but 1 am unable to ^ive even an ap- 
proximate number of acres in which it will he 
found. It is my opinion that the whole space

would cover more than 15,000 acres, and at 2,250 
tons per acre would hold about thirty three mil- 
linns of tons, or coal enough, supposing the mine 
to yield 300 tons per day, to last 300 years.

To-day the ofl-delerred question of the 
Crown Lands aad the Civil List will come up 
for discussion in the Ilouso of Assembly. 
We have already endeavored to show the 
advisability of postponing the matter till a 
further session, when tho members will he 
better able to decide upou it — when the Home 
Government's intention on the Hudson's Buy 
question will be made known, and when Gov- 
ernor Kennedy's Crown Lands statistics shall 
havo been compiled. While awaiting thesi 
results, however, Micro lit a older duties de- 
volving upon tho Government nnd the pco| le 
in coaneciioti with tho waste hinds of the 
colony whicli are ol the greatest importance 
By the combined.aelion of the Exeoutive and 
the inhabitants, in organizing a party of ex- 
ploration , we have been made aware of the 
existence ol gold in various parts of the 
Island, la sufficient quantity to pay for the 
working. The nearest ol these auriferous 
localities has, as might have been expected, 
absorbed the attention of our population 
hitherto, to almost the exclusion of tho more 
distant ones. ; but the lecent influx ol miners 
from Cariboo will tend to dissipate that ex 
elusion. The araountof this influx may heesti 
mated at fifteen hundred or two thousand men, 
the majority of whom are exceedingly desirou- 
of obtaining sooiethiug to do during ili« 
winter months. Ah a means of retaioiuu 
these men amongst as, as well as to turn oui 
newly-acquired knowledge of auriferous 
regions to a profitable account, it is desirable 
that some ellorls should be made by the 
Executive and the inhabitants to encourage 
prospeoling parties on the various rivers an it 
streams, which, according to the reports ui 
the- exploring party, contain gold in paying 
quantities. We have it from Mr. Foley, lhai 
excellent prospects can he obtained on San 
Juan river, and from equally good authority, 
we lenrn that the country contiguous to 
Nootka Sound is also highly auriferou- 
The exploring party have got gold on a great 
many streams and rivers, but owing to the 
want of proper appliances, they were ur.able 
to prospeot them with any degree of salis- 
lacion. The expedition was, besides, loo 
general in its object to do much towards dis- 
covering gold fields. Let us, now that we 
arc aware that auriferous regions exist, make 
gold-seeking a specialty. Let us put the 
practical exporienco of our Cariboo miners 
to something more proutable than living in 
idleness in Victoria 

A few months ngo a liberal proposition was 
made to provide free passages to Nootka 
Sound and back if desired, in order to iifforu 
an opportunity to the unemployed portion ol 
our population to lest the reputed richness 
of the streams in that locality. It was at a 
time, however, when thn Indian difficulties 
along the west coast were creating some un- 
easiness, and the proposition wus, we believe, 
in consequence, not accepted. We have no 
doubt that similar propositions, if made at 
tho present time, and not confined to one or 
even two localities, but embracing every 
point at which gold has been found, would 
be by many gladly received. Steps should 
be taken at oneo in the matter by the inhabi- 
tants who, we have no doubt would be 
warmly nssistod by the Executive. Although 
the season of tho year is not well adapted to 
prospeoling many of the streams, yet, on 
the other hand, it aHords the only opportu- 
nity of ascertaining tho nature of those 
numerous "gulches" which through tho want 
of water in tho dry season are retained as 
sealed books." 

Whatever valuable minerals the colony 
possesses, and they ure numerous, gold is the 
only article that is likely to draw an imme- 
diate immigration to our shores.

First we would call your Honor's attention 
to the total want of accommodation in the 
present Court Houso, eilher for tho Court 
lleelf, the witnesses, or jury. Very great in- 
convenience is incurred by all parlies being 
jumbled together in u small low room, with 
a canvns ceiling, in an old wooden building, 
without ventilation or the means of warming 
it. 

The colony being now sufficiently ad- 
vanced, we hope your Honor will recom- 
mend the erection, at an early day, of suitable 
buildings, adapted not only to necessities, 
but lor tho convenience of the Courts, and in 
keeping with ihe progress of ihe colony. 

Mucil inconvenience is also lelt from the 
Laud and Colonial olliees not being in New 
Westminster, but a mile in the counlry, 
where they are held in the old and insecure 
wooden buildings formerly used by Ihe 
soldieis in connection with their camp — hall 
a day is necessarily spent by any person v. ho 
is required to trausuct any business there. 

Creul insecurity lo properly also exists 
from the watt ol a mglii police, paid by Ihe 
Government arid under the charge of tin- 
Magistrate, and wo have to recomrnen I the 
commencement of the formation of a police 
force by having at least two pol.cemen up 
pointed lor the town 

We nave also timber to recommend that 
the labor of the chain ganu tie syslemal izad, 
and that the hours of labor be exleuded 
equal to what it is usual for other pe iple to 
work, and that reports bo occasionally pub- 
lished of bow many hours they have been 
employed during the month.

So far as modern times ara concerned, Ice 
land, the western coast of Spain anil Portu- 
gal, tliu south of Italy and tho Levant, have 
been the only portions of Europe where 
seriously destructive earthquakes have taken 
place. Though North America does net 
seem to have contributed very many earth- 
quakes to tho list just given, yet this is pro- 
bably from lack of records, as tho whole 
legion from California southwards, bordering 
on tho Pacific, is subject to violent earth- 
quakes. " Pacific " as the ocean may be, its 
borders are ol a very different character, and 
both its Asiatic and its American coasts are 
so constantly visited with earthquakes that 
they, with the Islamla of the Caribbean Sea, 
will stand first on the list of the earthquake 
district, of the globo. The Pacific Ocean is, 
in fact, friuged by a rocky, csrlhquake visited 
territory. 

As to the time? when earthquakes happen 
in -the grentost numbers, there are but two 
facts which can be stated positively. The 
first is very singular, namely, that tho greater 
part ol the earthquakes which have beon re- 
corded occur near to the limes of the new 
and of the full moon, it is, of course, very| 
doubtful whether if we oould throw into ltiej 
calculation all the earthquakes which havo. 
gone by without biographer or record, we| 
should still find the eauie curious rule holding 
good. Our recent earthquake of October 6ih,l 
was noarly us far us possible from the new ^nelVii^nnltrlu 
and tho full moon. StiU, for all tho hundreds, 
nay, thousands, of observed earthquakes, 
there is a preponderance of those which have 
selected either the timu of full or of newj 
moon lor their occurrence ; although no ex- 
planatory theory has yet been offered which 
we think worth pressnting to our readers. 

The becond facl is that tho majority happen 
in the colder half of the year. About four 
happen from October lo March (both inclu- 
sive) for every three which occur in the 
other part of the year. The singular thin? 
here is. that the same rule holds lor the 
British, the Spanish, the French and the 
Italian earthquakes. Or. Iho south side ol 
the equator, where tho months fiom October 
to March are the warm months, they have, so 
far as our records go, the smaller number of 
earthquakes; but as our accounts of earth- 
quakes there are by no means so lull us m 
Kurope 
to be 



FISHERIES IN THE EAST. 

There is no part ot the British American 
ooast where the fishery cannot bo prosecuted 
with success ; at Labrador, Newfoundland, 
Cupe Breton, on the eastern shores or New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia— at Prince Ed- 
ward's Island, tha Magdalen Islands. Anti- 
costi, everywhere it '8 the same. Though 
those fisheries thus surround tho British 
American coasts, they are extensively prose- 
cuted by subjects of Friiuoo and eitizens of 
the United States. By Canada they are 
almost entirely neglected ; a fow years ago 
«e had not a Bail on these rich fishing 
grounds. It is wordiy of noto that Canada 
is the only one of tho provinces that oflei-s 
n bounty for tho encouragement of the deep 
sea fisheries, and that Bbe is tho only prov- 
ince that does not pursue this branch of in- 
dustry lo any extent worth mentioning. 
Piatance has probably much to do with this 
anomalous slate of things. Gaspe is tho 
p-incipnl part of the province that borders 
directly on the fishery, and is for the most 
part unsettled. 

Franco and the United States both pursue 
the policy of giving bounties to encourage 
these fisheries. Franco pays 520.000 to 510,- 
000 francs n year, averaging about 868 to 
each man engaged in the fishery. This is an 
expensive process, but it is alleged that it 
would cost twico as much to train an equal 
number of men for tho navy in sny other 
way. In 1861 a French commission, ap- 
pointed to inquire into tha deop sea fisheries, 
said, in their report, : ' it is on fisheries that, 
at this day, repose nil the most serious hopes 
of our maritime onlislments ;" nnd it was 
lidded that " no other school can compare 
with this in preparing them so weil, and in 
numbers so important, for the service of tho 
navy." These bounties are a'so defended on 
tho ground that the French pursue this fish- 
ery at a great disadvantage ol distance, and 
from having no possessions in the neighbor- 
hood except two rocky islets. Wo have seen 
it slated somewhere that the amount ol bono, 
ty paid is equal to the entire value of the 
fish; and if this beoorrect no argument ol 
distance can meet the casu The arguments 
in favor ol the bounties ure good, not on 
commercial grounds, but only in so far as it 
may bo necessary for France, hy an artificial 
process, to strengthen her naval power. 'Iho 
i. un:ber of French seamen engaged in this 
fishery is under 12.000. From 1820 to 18ol 
Ihe Ametioans paid 88,000,000 iu bounties on 
fi«h ; and the sumo policy is slid pursued. 

Without the aid of bour.ties, the maritime 
provinces export beyond their own consump- 
tion of fish the value of about eight millions 
and a half a year :

The figures '-^ the two provinces which 
export the great bulk of the fish taken from 
the sea by British Americans me from actual 
returns ; thoso for New Brunswick arc given 
as an average estimate in a prize essay pub- 
lished in that province in 1860 ; and fjr 
Prince Edward's Island are estimated from a 
return of 1857. The product of the French 
fisheries In our waters ought to be, according 
In Iho number of men they employ, about 
83,000,000 n year. If we add for the Ame- 
ricans an equal amount— for we cannot at 
this moment lay our bunds on the figures— 
wo shall havo as the whole produce of those 
fisheries, over and abeve what is consumed in 
Hie mariiime provinces, 814,500,000 a year ; 
of which, in spile of tho adverse bounties 
against which she has to contend, British 
America, without tho aid of Canada, obtains 
88,500,000. — 7'oronfo Leader.
